thofe Frauds by which the publick Reve- 
nues have been fo much injured in Times 
pafled. I know, whoever attempts to re- 
medy Frauds, attempts a Thing, very difa- 
greeable to all thofe who have been guilty 
of them, or whe expe& a Benefit by fuch

A ef I thought it my Duty, not only as be- 


ing in the Station I am in; but alfo asa 
Member of this Houfe, to lay it before you; 
for no fuch Clamours fhall ever deter me 
from doing what I think is my Duty, or 
from propofing any Thing Iam convinced 
will be of fuch fignal Benefit to the Re- 
venue and to the Trade of my Country,---- 
It has been moft induftrioufly {pread abroad, 
that the Scheme I am now to propofe, was 
a Scheme for a General Excife, but I aver 
no fuch Scheme ever entered my Head, nor, 
for what I know, the Head of any Man 1 
am acquainted with: My Thoughts were al- 
ways confined folely to thofe two Branches 
of the Revenue arifing from the Duties on 
Wine and Tobacco, and it was repeated Ad- 
vices I had of the notorious Frauds com- 
mitted in thefe two Branches, and the Clam- 
ours even of. fome of the Merchants them- 
felves, that made me turn my Thoughts par- 
larly towards confidering chal two Branches 
in order to find out, if poffible, fome Reticuy 
medy for the growing Evil; whatIlam now 


in Time to come. This, Sir, Iam fully D going to propofe will, I believe, if agreed 


fenfible of,.and from this have fprung all 
thofe Clamours raifed without Doors a- 
gainft what 1 am now to propofe. The 
Smugglers, fraudulent Dealers, and thofe 
who have for many Years been enriching 
themfelves by cheating their Country, fore 
faw, that if the Scheme I am now to pro- 


ofe took Effeé, their profitable Trade would E 


at an End; this gave them the Alarm, 
and from them I am perfuaded it is, all 
thofe Clamours have originally proceeded. 
---In this ’tis certain they have been mo 
ftrenuoufly affifted and fupported by another 
Set of People, who, from Motives much 
worfe, and of much more dangerous Confe- 


quence to their Countty, are fond of im- F 


proving every Opportunity for ftirring up 
the People, to Mutiny and Sedition. Bur, 
Sir, notwithftanding all the Clamours fuch 
wicked and deceitful Men have been able to 
raife, as the Scheme I have to propofe will 
be @ great Improvement to the publick Re- 


to, be an efte&tual Remedy; but if I now 
fail in, it will be the laft Attempt of this 
Kind I fhall ever make, I believe the laft 
that will ever be made, either by me or any 
that fhall fucceed me in the Station I am 
now in.---At prefent, Sir, I fhall lay before 
you only the Cafe as it now ftandswith Re- - 
fpe& to the Tobacco-trade, and the Re- 
venue arifing therefrom; it will be neceffarv 
firft to confider the Condition of our Planters 
of Tobacco in America; if we can give an 
Credit to what they themfelves fay, we muf 
conclude they are reduced almoft to a State 
of Defpair, by the many Frauds committed 
in that Trade, the heavy Duties the Impor- 
ters of Tobacco are obliged to pay upon 
Importation, and the ill Ufage they have 
met with from their Fa&tors and Correfpon- 
dents in England, who from being their 
Servantsare become their Lords and Matters, 
Thefe poor People have fent Home many 
Reprefentatigns of the bad State of their 
ars, 
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Affairs, and have lately fent over a Gentle- 
man with a Remonftrance ferting forth their 
Grievances, and praying for fome {peedy Re- 
lief: This they may obrain by Means of the 
Scheme I intend to propofe, and I believe 
it is from this Scheme only that they can 
expe& any Relief.----Next we are to con- 
fider the State of the Tobacco-trade, with 
Regard to the fiir Trader; the Man who 
deals fairly with the Publick, as well as 
with private Men, who honeftly pays all 
thofe Duties the Publick is juftly entitled to, 
finds himfelf foreftalled almoft in every 
Market within the Hland, by the Smuggler 
and fraudulent Dealer; and evenas to our to- 
reign Trade in Tobacco, thofe who have 
no Regard to Honour, to Religion, or the 
Welfare of their Country, butare every Day 
contriving to cheat the Publick by Perjuries 
and falfe Entries, are the greateft Gainers; 
and it will always be fo, unlefs we can fall 
upon fome Way of putting it-out of their 
Power to carry on any on any fuch Frauds 
for the future.---Laftly, Sir, we ought to 
confider the great Lofs fuftained by the Pub- 
lick, by means of the Frauds committed in 
the Tobacco-trade, and the Addition that 
muft certainly be made to the publick Re- 
venue, if thofe Frauds can be prevented. 
By this Addition we may be enabled to re- 
lieve the Nation from fome of thofe Taxes 
which it has laboured under fo many Years ; 
whereas, as the Cafe now ftands, the honeft 
Part of the Nation are charged with Taxes 
which they would be free from, if the frau- 
dulent Dealers and Smugglers could be o- 
bliged to pay that is juitly due by them to 
the Publick. This, Sir, will, I am con- 
vinced, be the Effe& of the Scheme I am to 
propofe ; whoever therefore views ic in its 
proper Light, muft fee the Planters, the fair 
Traders, and the Publick ranged upon one 
Side in Favour of it, and none but the-un- 
fair Traders and the Tobacco-fa&tors upon 
the other.---I fhall beg Leave to mention to 
you, Sir, fome ot thofe Frauds which have 
come to my Knowledge. The Evidena I 
have had of them is to me very convincing: 
But in fuch Cafes Gentlemen ought always 
to confider what Evidence it is impoffble to 
bring, what Evidence it is by the Nature 
of the Thing unreafonable to expect. 

Then he gave a moft exa Account of the 
Several Frands pratlifed of late Fears in the 
Tobacco-trade, from which he made Calculations 
of the Lofs the Publick thereby fuftained, par- 
ticularly thas of getting the Tubasco weighed at 
an under Weight ndon Importation, and upon 
Exportation at a Weight much above what it 
enght to be: Sh as 

A particular Inftance of this Fraud, (fas 
be) we came lately to the Knowledge of . by 
mere Accident: Qne Midford, who had 
been a confiderable Tobacco-merchant, hap- 
pened to fail, he owed a large Sum of Mo- 
mey upon Bond to whe Crown, whereupon 
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an Extent was iflued out immediately againft 
him, and thereby the Government got Pof- 
feffion of all his Books, by which the Fraud 
he had been guilty of was difcovered; for 
it sere. as may be feen by one of his 
Bocks I have in my Hand, that on the 
Column where the falfe Quantities had been 
entered at the Importarion, by Collufion be- 
tween him and the Officer, by which he paid 
or bondéd the Duty payable on Importation, 
a Slip of Paper had been fo artfully pafted 
on that it could nor be difcover’d, and up- 
on this Slip of Paper Were written the real 
Quantities which were entered, becaufe -he 
was obliged to produce the fame Book when 
that Tobacco was entered for Exportation ; 
but then on Exportation the Tobacco was 
entered according to the Quantities marked 
on this Slip of Paper by which he gor a 
Drawback, or his Bonds to near double the 
Value of what he had actually paid Duty for 
on Importation. Yet, Sir, this Midford was as 
honeft a Man and as fair a Trader as any in 
London; i mean that before thefe Frauds 
came to be difcovered, he was always reckon- 
ed as honeft a Man and as fair a Trader as 
any in London, or in any other Part of the 
Nation, 

After this he mentioned the feveral Frauds 
following, viz. That of Re-landing the Tobacco 
after it was shipped off for Exportation, of Sock- 
ing Tobacco, which was a Cant-word ufed for 
Stealing and fmuggling it out of the Ships after 
their Arrival in the River, before they were 
unloaded at the Cuftom-houfe. That of Strip- 
ping the Leaves from the Scalks, and after- 
wards flitting and preffing the Stalks by an 
Engine contrived for that Purpofe, and then 
exporting them. That of giving Bonds for Duty 
payable on Importation, whereby the Government 
had Inf? feveral large Sums by the Failure of 
of Payments of fach Bonds, That of the rich 
Moneyed-men making Prompt -payments, by which 
the Publick was obliged to allow them Ten per 
Cent. Difconnt as to the Duties, and by enter- 
ing the Tobacco foon after for Exportation, they 
drew back the whole Duties, fo that the Govern- 
ment attually ioft Ten per Cent. upon all the 
Tobacco fo entered. 

Thefe Frauds, Sir, (fays he) are notorioufly 
known; and as the Laws of the Cuftoms 
have been found ineffe&tual for preventing 


G them it is propofed to add the Laws of Ex- 


cife; and by Means of both it is probable, [ 
may fay certain, all fuch Frauds will be pre- 
vented ; (herehe gave an Account of the feveral 
AGs.of Parliament for laying Duties on Tobacie} 
then be went on) By all which, Str, ir ap- 

ears that the Duties now payable upon To- 


H avs on Importation amount to 6d. and 


one third Part of a Penny, per Pound Weight, 
all which muft be paid down in ready Mo- 
ney on Importation, with the Allowance ot 
ten per Cent, on Prompt-payment, or other- 
ways there muft be Bonds given with Sure- 
ties for the Payment thereof, which is of- 

ten 
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ten a great Lofs co the Publick, and it is al- 
waysa great Inconvenience to the Merchant- 
importer ; whereas by what I am to propofe 
the whole Duties to be paid for the tuture 
will amount to no more than 4d. 3 Far- 


things per Pound-weight, and not to be paid A 


till the Tobacco comes to be fold for Home- 
confumption ; fo that if the Merchant ex- 
orts his Tobacco, he will be quite free 
sm all Payment of Duty, or giving Bond 
therefor, or finding proper Sureties for join- 
ing with him in fuch Bond; he will have 
nothing to do but to re-load his Tobacco on 
board a Ship for Exportation, Without being 
at the Trouble to attend for having his Bonds 
cancelled, or for taking out Debentures for 
the Drawbacks; all which I conceive, Sir, 
muft be a great Eafe to the fair Trader ; and 
to every fuch Trader the preventing of Frauds 
muft be a great Advantage, becaufe it will 
put all the Tobacco-traders in Britain upon 
the fame Footing, which is but juft and 
equal.---Now, Sir, to make this Eafe effec- 
tual to the fair Trader, by preventing as 
much as poflible any Frauds in Time, to 
come, I propofe, to join the Laws ot Ex- 
cife to thofe of the Cuftoms, and to leave 
the one Penny, or rather three Farthings per

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long to the Publick, and be applicable to the 

fame Ufes to which the faid Duties fhall be 

made applicable by Parliament; and for that 

Purpofe I have his Majefty’s Commands to 

acquaint this Houfe, that he, out of his 

great Regard for the publick Good, with 

Pleafure confents that they fhall be fo ap- 

plied, a Condefcenfion in his Majefty, thac 

I hope every Gentleman is fully fenfible of, 
and will freely acknowledge.---I know, Sire 
there has been this Objection made, againf& 
what I now propofe: That many Retailers 
will be fubjeéted to being tried in a Muki- 
tude of Cafes by the Commiffioners of Ex- 
cife, from whom there is no Appeal, but 
to Commiflioners of Appeal, om to Juftices 
of Peace in the Counrry, all named by the 
King and removable at Pleafure, from whom 
the Appellants cannot expect to meet with’ 
any Juftice or Redrefs, I am far from 
thinking there is any Ground for this Com- 
plaint, but in Order ro obviate any Obje&i- 
on of this Nature, I propofe that all Ap- 
peals in this, as well as in all other Cafes 
relating to the Excife, fhali for the future 
be heard and determined by twoor three 
of the Judges to be named by his Majefty, 
out of the twelve Judges belonging to Weft- 


Pound, called the further Subfidy, to be ftill J) ~inffer-ball; and thatin the Country all Ape 


charged at the Cuftom-houfe on Importation 
of any Tobacco, which three Farthings fhall 
be payable to his Majefty’s Civil Lift as 
heretofore; and I propofe that all Tobacco 
for the future, after being weighed at the 
Cuftom-houfe and charged with the faid 3 
Farthings per Pound, fhall be lodged in a 
Warehoufe to be appointed by the Commif- 
fioners of the Excife for that Purpofe. of 
which Warehoufe the Merchant-importer 
fhall have one Lock and Key, and the Ware- 
houfe-keeper to be appointed by the faid 
Commiffieners fhall have another, in order 
that the Tobacco may lie fafe in that Ware- 
houfe till the Merchane finds a Market for 
it, either for Exportation or for Home-con- 
fumption: That if his Market be for Expor- 
tation, he may apply to his Warehoufe-keep- 
er and take out as much for that Purpofe as 
he has Occafion for, which when weighed 
at the Cuftom-houfe fhall be difcharged of 
the 3 Farthings per Pound with which ic 
was charged on Importation; fo that the

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Merchant may then export it without fur- G 


ther Trouble: But if his Market be for 
Home-confumption, he fhall then ‘pay the 
3 Farthings charged upon it at the Sen. 
houfe on Importation, and then calling his 
Warehoufe-keeper may deliver it to the Buy- 
er, on paying an Inland-duty of 44. per 
Pound-weight, to the proper Officer appoint- 
ed to receive the fame.----And whereas, Sir, 
all the Penalties and Forfeitures due by the 
Laws now in Being for Collecting the Du- 
ties on Tobacco which is not given to the 
Informers, now belong to the Crown, I 
propofe that all fuch fhall for the future be- 
(Gent. Mag, Voi. ILL. No. xxxv.) 


peals from the firft Sentence of his Majefty’s 
Juftices of the Peace, fhall be to the Judge 
of Affize upon the next Circuit, who fhall 
in all Cafes proceed to hear and determine 
fuch Appeals in the moft fummary Way, 
without the Formality of Proceedings in 
Courts of Law or Equity. From {uch Judges, 
and from fuch a Manner of Proceedings 
every Man muft expec to meet with the ut- 
moft Difpatch, and with the moft impartial 
penehen Soe is the Scheme which has 
een reprefented in fuch adreadful and terri- 

ble Light: That many headed Monfter, which 
was to devour the People, and to commit 
fuch Ravages over the whole Nation. How 
juftly it has been reprefented in fucha Lights 
I fhall leave to this Committee, and to the 
whole World without Doors to judge. I 
have faid, I will fay it again, that whatever 
Apprehenfions and Terrors People may have 
been brought under from a falfe and malici- 
ous Reprefentation of what they neither 
did ror could poffibly know or underftand, 
I am firmly perfwaded, when they do come 
to Know and fully to under{tand the Scheme 
which I have now had the Honour to oper 
to you, they will view it in another Light 5 
and that if it has the good Fortune tobe ap- 

proved of by Parliament, and comes to tal 
Effe&, the People will foon feel the ha 

Confequences thereof, and will no longet 
think tkofe People their Friends who have 
fo grofily impofed on their Underftandings, 
---I look upon itasa moft innocent Scheme $ 
I am convinced it can be hurtful to none but 
Smugglers and unfair Traders; I am certain 
it will be of great Benefit and Adyantage 
Yyy rr) 
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to the publick Revenue ; and if I had thought 
otherwife of it, I never would have ventu- 
red to have propofed it in this Place; there- 
fore I fhall now beg leave to move, that it 


may be refolved, That it is the Opinion of A 


this Committee, that the Subfidy and additi- 
onal Duty upon Tobacco of the Britifh Plan- 
tations, granted by an Aé& of the 12th of 
K. Charles 11. and the Impoft thereon, grant- 
ed by an A& of the firft of K. Fames II. 
and alfo the onethird Subfidy thereon, grant- 
ed by an A& of 2d of Q. Anne, (amounting 
in the whole to ¢ Pence and one third Part 
of a Penny per Pound) for feveral Terms 
of Years in the faid refpective AGs menti- 
oned, and which have fince been continued 
and made perpetual, fubje& to Redemption 
by Parliament, hall, fromand after the 24th 
Day of Fune 1733, ceafe and determine. 
Upon this Speech and Motion enfued the grand 
Debate, in which the following Gentlemen fpoke 
in Subftance, or to the Effect as follows, vit. 
Mr A--n P---y] Sir, The Hon. Gentleman 
has taken up a great deal of the Time of the 
Committee, in ftating a great Number and 
Variety of Facts, and in drawing Conclufi- 
ons, upon the Suppofition that every one of 
thofe Fa&ts was exactly as he has been plea- 
fed to reprefent them tous, This, I cannot 
entirely agree with ; for, if all _thofe Fads 
were exactly as he has reprefented them, 
and if all the Computations he has made up- 
on that Suppofition were juft, that Quantity 
of Tobacco, the Duties of which the Pub- 
lick is thereby fuppofed to be entirely de- 
frauded of, would amount to a much greater 
Quantity of Tobacco Yearly than grows in 
the whole Country trom which we fetch that 
Commodity. I did not expe& to have heard 
fuch a iong Detail of Fads, or fo many 
particular Computations. I do not think it 
at all neceflary on-the prefent Occafion; I 
expeG&ed the Gentleman would have taken a 
much more general and a more juft Method. 
I thought he would have ftated to us the 
Quantity of Tobacco Yearly imported, the 
Quantity Yearly exported, (See p, 133 G) 
and would have given us the beft Proofs that 
could be found for juftifying his Computati- 
ons in that selpela, becaufe from thence 
every Man might have eafily feen what 
Quantity remained for home Confumption, 
and what Sum of Money that would have 
yearly brought in, if the Duties had been 
all regularly paid ; and upon comparing that 
with what thofe Duties have really amount- 
ed to for fome Years paft, we might have 
been able to have made fome guefs of the 
Value of the Frauds that have been commit- 
ted, and of the Advantage that may accrue 
to the Publick, fuppofing that all Frauds 
were to have been by his Scheme prevented 
in time to come.----This is the proper, the 
only Way of coming at any certain Know- 
ledge in the Affair before us, but I am af- 
fraid, if we confider it in this Way, we 
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fhould find the Scheme now propofed to us 
of no fuck mighty Advantage to the publick 
Revenue as has been reprefented, even fup- 
pofing all Frauds be thereby entirely pre- 
vented; and confidering that no Method of 
Colle&tion, no Pains or Penalties, can be 
fuppofed effectual for preventing every Fraud 
that may in time to come be invented and 
fet on foot; we fhould have found no great 
Temptation for agreeing to any Scheme by 
which the Liberties of our Country may be 
brought into the leaft Danger, for the fake 
of any Advantage that we eould fuppofe would 
have thereby accrued tothe publick Revenue. 
That there are Frauds committed in the To- 
bacco-trade, I make no Doubt; there 
are too many in that as well as in every 
other Branch of the publick Revenue: But 
upon a fair State of the Cafe, I am fure they 
cannot amount to near that Value which the 
hon. Gentleman has been pleafed to menti- 
on; and therefore I fhall beg leave to ex- 
amine a little the particular Frauds and Cal- 
culations mentioned by him, 

Here he examined all the Frands that had 
been mentioned, and all the Computations that 
had been made; more particularly as to the 
Bonds he faid, It has been pretended that 
the Publick has fuftained, and are ftill in 
Danger of fuftaining great Lofles by the Me- 
thod of granting Bonds for the Duties pay- 
able on Tobacco: Tiis I had before heard 
hinted at by the hon. Gentleman, and there- 
fore I have lately had a Meeting with feve- 
ral of the Merchants in London trading in 
Tobacco: We have examined that Affair, 
and I can now tell that Gentleman, that I 
have it in Commiffion from them to 
propofe, that it the Government will give 
us a Difcount but of 20,000/. we will Se- 
cure the Payment of all the Bonds they are 
now poflefled of, which are not become 
defperate by the Bondfimen being already 
gone off,---As to that Fraud called Socking, 


F it has been already difcover’d and I hope 


prevented. ( Seep. 351 H) But then it 
was the Merchants that difcovered it, and 
complained of it to the Commiflioners of 
the Cuftoms, and affifted the Officers of the 
Cuftoms in putting an effe&tual Stop there- 
to. This I muft know, becaufe I had the 
Honour to go at the Head of feveral Mer- 
chants trading in Tobacco to the Commif- 
fioners of the Cuftoms, to requeft that we 
might be allowed to give a Gratuity to one 
of their Officers, who had been moft in- 
ftrumental in the dete&ting and preventin 
that Fraud, and acccordingly I paid that Of- 
ficer a very handfome Sumof Money, which 
we all thought his Diligence and Integrity 
well deferved.---As tothe Frauds committed 
at the Weighing of the Tobacco either on 
Importation or Exportation, I am affraid 
they are too frequent, but as the Tobacco 
is always weighed upon the publick Cuftom- 
houfe Keys, where Cuftom-houfe Officers 
{warm 
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fwarm like Bees before a Bee-hive, and as 
there muft be two or three Officers of the 
Cuftoms, attending and over-looking the 
weighing of every Cask of Tobacco, we 
cannot fuppofe that thefe Frauds were ever 
fo enormous as they are reprefented to be. 
Whatever Frauds are committed in that Way 
muft be either by the Negleé or the Collu- 
fion of the Officers, and I cannot fee how 
the Scheme now propofed to us will make 
the Officers either of the Cuftoms or the 
Excife more diligent in their Duty, or more 
faithful than they were heretofore. As 
to the re-landing of Tobacco after it has 
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been entered for Exportation, it was never B 


pretended that that was praétifed at the Port 
of London, nor that any great Quantities ot 
fuch Tobacco were ever confumed in Londo. 
That is a Praétice that may perhaps have 
been frequent in the Northern Parts of the 
Ifland, and in fome diftant Creeks and Cor- 
ners of the Coaft, and while there is fucha 
vaft Difproportion between the prime Coft 
and the Duties on Tobacco, I may prophefy 
that in fuch remote Places this will always 
be a Prattice: It could not be prevented by 
ten times the Number of Officers we have, 
even tho’? we had a much more numerous 
Army, to fupport them than we have at 
prefent. ye 5 for the Stripping, Cutting, 
and Preffing the Stalks, and the Engine in- 
vented for that Purpofe, it is no Fraud, nor 
a late Difcovery; it is a bufinefs that has 
been honeftly and publickly carried on for 
many Years; that has improved our Tobac- 
co-trade, and is as common and as wel! 
known as the Bufinefs of a Woollen or a 
Linnen-Draper.----Permit me now, to take 
fome Notice of the Tobacco-planters, and 
of the Hardthips they are laid under by their 
Tobacco-faétors, who are, it feems, now be- 
come their Lords and Mafters. I am fure 
none of them ever thought of Complaining 
till they were put upon it by Letters and by 
Applications irom hence. There are Hard- 
fhips in all Trades, which Men mutt necef- 
farily fubmit to, or give up their Bufinefs; 
but every Man that underftands the Tobac- 
co-trade muft fee, that rhe Hardfhips the 
Fators labour under, are by much the moft 
numerous and the moft grievous; and if this 
Scheme fhould take Effeét, they will become 
fo grievous, that no Man would be able to 
continue in the Trade, by which the Planters 
would be utterly undone, and the Trade 
quite loft to this Nation; for it will be im- 
poffible for them to manage their Plantati- 
ons, or to fend their Produce to Britain, 
without having fome confiderable Merchants 
fettled here, to fend Ships to fetch the fame 
from America, to receive and difpofe of 


it after it is landed here, and to fupply them 
with ready Money till their Tobacco can be 
brought to a proper Market. As to the Re- 
monftrance mentioned by the hon. Gentle- 
man, to have been lately fent over by the 
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Tobacco-planters, it was obtained by Let- 
ters fent from hence, and I believe many 
of thofe who joined in it, now heartily re- 
pent of what they have done; it was drawn 
up in the Form of a Petition to this Houfe, 
and was defigned to have been prefented, 
but it feems the Promotersof it have thought 
better of the Matter: However, that it was 
obtained in the unfair Manner I have re- 
prefenred, I am now ready to prove.---This 
then being the Cafe, as the Scheme now 
propofed cannot be fuppofed to be of any 
great Benefic to the publick Revenue, as it 
will be fo far from being an Advantage to 
the fair Trader, or to the honeft Planter, 
thar it may probably ruin both, and entirelv 
deftroy our Tobacco-trade; tho’ I and all 
honeft Men, (and I defy that hon. Gentle- 
man, I defy the whole World to reproach 
me with one unfair Practice, in the whole 
Courfe of my Life) I fay tho’ I and all ho- 
neft Men with from our Hearts, that Frauds 


C may be prevented in this as well as in every 
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other Branch of the publick Revenue, yet I 
cannot give my Affent ro a Propofition that 
may be of fo dangerous Confequence; a 
Propofition which I look upon to he incon- 
fittent with our Conftitution; I am con- 
vinced it would prove to be a moft fatal 
Stroke to the Liberties of my Country, 
which will I doubt not be made plainly ap- 
pear by ocher Gentlemen, of much greater 
Abilities than mine; and to every Man who 
has 2 Regard for his Country, or for the 
People he reprefents, this laft muft be a fuf- 
ficient Reafon for being againft it, even tho? 
it were, other ways, the moft beneficial 
Scheme that had ever been propofed.----But 
fince I look upon my being a Member of 
this Houfe, as the greateft Glory of my Life, 
and that Day on which I was chofe one 
of the Reprefentatives of the City of Lon- 
don, as the moft aufpicious Day of my whole 
Lite, I cannot tamely fit ftill and hear the 
whole Body of the Merchants of that great 
City reprefented by that hon. Gentleman as 
a pack of Rogues, Smugglers, and unfair 
Traders. It is a Treatment they no way 
deferve, and fuch a Treatment as I am fure 
they never will forget, I believe they never 
will forgive. (See p. 175 E) 

Sir P---1 M---n,] Sir, when I firft heard 
cf this Scheme, I was in the Country, and 
there I muft fay it had been reprefented in 
fuch a Light, as created a general Diflike to 
it, and raifed great Apprehenfions in the 
Minds of moft People. It was reprefented 
as a Scheme for introducing a general Ex- 
cife ; fuch a Scheme, I own, I would not 
allow myfelf to think was contrived or ap- 
proved of by any Gentleman in the Admi- 
niftration: I did imagine that all thofe in 
the Adminiftration, were very well convin- 
ced that a general Excifewas what the Peo- 
ple of England would never quietly fabmit 
to, and therefore I would not allow myfelf 
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to believe, any of them would ever counte- 
mance a Scheme which had the leaft Ten- 
dency that Way: Buc now after having 
heard it opened, and fully explained, I can- 
not bur think it is a wide Step towards ef- 
tablifhing a general Excife upon the People 
of this Nation, and therefore I muft be 
excufed in giving my Diflent to it.----In fo 
far as it relates to Trade, with which it 
«ertainly has a very clofe Conne&ion, I 
Shall leave to be explained by others who 
are more converfant in thofe Affairs than I 
am; and as ro how far it may be a Remedy 
for Frauds I will nor take upon me to fay ; 
but there is another Concern, which I fhail 
always, while I have the Honour to fit in 
this Houfe, have a particular Eye to, and 
that is, Sir, the Sthasey of my Country. 
The Danger this Scheme feems to threaten 
to the Liberty of many of my Fellow-Sub- 
jects, is alone of fufficient Force to make 
me give my Negative to the Queftion mo- 
wed for. Let Gentlemen but caft their Eyes 
back on the feveral Laws that have been 
made fince the Revelution, they will find, 
that there has been already more Power 
vefted in the Crown than may be thought 
altogether confiftent with the Conftitution of 
a free Country, and there:ore I hope this 
Houle will rever think of adding to that 
Power.----The Laws of Excife, Sir, have 
always been loock’d on as moft grievous to 
the Subje&: All thofe already fubjected to 
fuch Laws, are in my Opinion in fo far 
depriv’d of their Liberry; and fince by shis 
Scheme, a grear many more of his Majefty’s 
faithful Subjeéts are to be fubjected to thofe 
arbitrary Laws, let the Advantages accruing 
to the Publick from it, be never fo great or 
fo many, they will be purchafed too dear at 
rhe Expence of the Liberty of the meaneft 
ot his Majefty’s Subje&s; for even the 
meaneft Man in the Nation, has as na- 
tural and as goad a Right to his Liberty, as 
the greateft Man in this or in any other 
Kingdom.----Our neighbouring Nations in 
Europe, were all once free, the People of 
every one of them had once as many Li- 
beriies and Privileges to boaft of, as we have 
riow, but at prefent they are moft of them 
reduc’d to a State of Slavery, they have no 
Liberty, no Property, no Law, nor any 
Thing they can depend on. Let us examine 
their Hiftorics, let us enquire into the 
Methods, by which they were deprived of 
their Liberties, and we fhall find a very near 
Refemblance berween thofe Methods and 
the Scheme now propos’d tous. Almoft in 
every Country in rhe World, the Liberties 
ot the People have been deftroyed under 


Pretence or preferving, or of refcuing the 








People from fome preat Evil, to which it 
was pretended they were expofed. This is 
the very Cafe now before us; in order to 
enable the Crown to prevent fome little 
Frauds pretended to have been committed 
an ge antient Method of colletting the pub- 
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lick Revenue, it is propofed to us to put 
fuch a Power in the Hands of the Crown, 
as may enable fome future Prince to enflave 
the whole Nation. This is really the Light 
in which this Scheme appears to me, but to 
the hon. Gentleman who propofed it, I am 
perfwaded, it appeafs in a quite different 
Light, otherways I am certain he would 
never have propofed it to this Committee : 
However, fince the Generality of the Nati- 
on have already fhewn a great Diflike to its 
I therefore hope the hon. Gentleman am | 
be prevailed on to delay it till another Sef- 
fion of Parliament. In fuch a Delay there 
can be no Danger, no great Lofs to the Pub- 
lick, efpecially, fince the Money to be there- 
by raifed, is not fo much as propofed to be 
apply’d to the current Services of this pre- 
fent Year. If it be delay’d till another Sef- 
fion of Parliament, Gentlemen will then have 
Time to confider itfally, and to confult with 
their Conftituents abour it; by that Time 
it may poflibly appear in a quite different 
Light, both to me and to many other Gen- 
tlemen without Doors as well as within 3 
and then if upon Examination it appears to 
be as good a Thing as fome Gentlemen now 
feem to believe, it will without doubt be ap- 
proved of bythe Generality of thofe without 
as well as by the Majority of thofe within. 
----But I hope thofe Gentlemen who have 
now fo good an Opinion of the Scheme 
will not think of thrufting it down Peo- 
ple’s ‘Throats, when they fee chat the Ge- 
nerality of the Nation have a quite dif- 
ferent Opinion of it; fuch an Attempt 
might produce Confequences, I tremble to 
think or; and this is another Motive which 
is of great Weight with me. T have, Sir, the 
Honour to know his Majefty, his Royal 
Perfon I have tormerly had the Honour to 
approach, and I know him to be a Prince 
ot fo much Goodnefs, that, were this Scheme 
reprefented in this Light to hirn,: he never 
would approve of it; ro him it will always 
be a fufficient Reafon againft any Propofiti- 
on, that the Generality of his Peopte have 
fhewn their Diflike to it. I love his M2- 
jefty, I have a fincere and a dutiful Refpe& 
for him and all his royal Family, and there- 
fore I fhall always be afraid of any Thing 
that may alienate the Affections of many ot 
his Majefty’s faithful Subjects, which I be- 





G lieve would be the certain Confequence of 
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the prefene Eftablifhment of this Scheme ; 
therefore if the Queftion be now pufhed, I 
fhall moft heartily give my Negative to it. 

Mr A---y G---].] Sir, Atrer the hon, Gen- 
tleman had opened to the Committee in a 
Manner fo fulland fo clear, a Scheme which 
had met with fo unfair and fo ungenerous a 
Trearment, before thofe who treated it fo 
could know any thing about it, I lirele ex- 
pected that the hon. Gentleman who fpoke 
laft, or any Gentleman in this Committee, 
could have taken it in the Light they now 
do, In my Opinion, the Debate is now put 
upon 
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upon a Footing very different from what it 
ought tobe; what can the Affair now be- 
fore us have to do with our Conftitution ? 
There is nothing, there can be nothing fup- 
pofed to be in the Propofition made by my 
hon. Friend, that can in the,leaft tend to- 
wards incroaching on our Cohftitution, or 
towards affecting the Liberty of the Sub- 
je&. The only Confideration at prefent be- 
tore us is, whether we fhall allow thofe 
grofs Frauds and Abufes formerly commit- 
ted in the Tobacco-trade to be ftill carried 
on with Impunity, or if we fhall accept of 
a Remedy, which by effectually preventing 
thefe Frauds for the future, will confider- 
ably improve the publick Revenue, will be 
of great Advantage to the fair Trader, and 
of fingular Ufe and Benefit to the whole Na- 
tion?---This, Sir, is the plain Queftion now 
before us, and if it be confidered in its pro- 
per Light, without confounding it with o- 
ther Matters with which it has no manner 
ef Relation, I am fure it cannot admir of 
any Debate. .The hon. Gentleman in open- 
ing this Affair to us, made it fo manitctt, 
that there have been great Frauds commit- 
ted in that Branch of Trade, and thar the 
preventing of thofe Frauds would be a great 
Improvement to the publick Revenue, and 
what he advanced upon that Head, has not 
been oppofed or contradi&ted: And this 
Houle has been upon all Occafions fo very 
careful of the publick Revenues, fo ready 
to agree to any Meafures for preventing A- 
bufes in the Colle&ing of them, that I can- 
not help thinking that the Diflike which ap- 
pears againft the Remedy now propofed, 
muft proceed from fome other Motives then 
Gentlemen are willing to own.——It is 
certain that by the Frauds and Abufes that 
are committed in this Branch of the Re- 
venue, not only tie Publick is cheated of 
what is due to them, but likewife every 
private Confumer is moft grofily impofed 
on; for he pays the fame Price as if the Du- 
ties had aétually been paid. He pays a high 
Price for what he confumes, bur then he has 
this for his Comfort, that he thinks a great 
Part of that high Price goes towards the 
publick Good of his Country, but in all 
fraudulent Trade he is impofed on, the high 
Price he pays goes every Farthing of it into 
the Pocket of the fraudulent Dealer. This 
then being plainly the Cafe, I fhould think 
that the Gentlemen, who are to oppofe this 
Scheme, fhould endeavour to fhew us, that 
no fuch Frauds as are pretended have been 
committed, or are fo inconfiderable that 
that they are not worth minding, or chat 


what is now propofed would be no fort of zy 


Remedy for them; but upon the prefent 
Queftion, to talk of our Conftitution, feems 
really to me to be a fort of Infinuation, as 
if Frauds, in the Colleéting of the publick 
Revenue, were become a Part of our Con- 
ftitution, and that whoever attempts to re- 
medy them muft attempt fomething againit 
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our Conftitution: And as ro rhe Liberty of 
the Subje&, i: is not poflible for me to find 
out any Liberty that can be ftruck at by the 
Scheme now before us, but the Liberty of 
Smuggling; for as to National Liberty, as 
to that Liberty which has always been, and 
I hope always will be the Glory of the Peo- 
ple of thefe Kingdoms, it is certain that 
our publick Revenues are its greateft Se- 
curity: How then can that Scheme be faid 
to tend towards the Deftroying of Liberty, 
which fo evidently tends towards rhe Im- 
provement of that upon which our Liberty 
manifeftly depends ?---As to the raifing of 
Clamours and Difaffe&tion among his Ma- 
jefty’s faithful Subjects, there canbe no Rea- 
fon for apprehending any fach Thing from 
the Scheme now propofed to us: Whatever 
Clamours may have been unjuftly raifed by 
ill-defigning Men againft the Scheme before 
it was known, will certainly all evanith as 
foon as it comes to be publickly known, 
that there never was any Thing intended by 
the Scheme, but only to enable the Publick 
to receive thofe Duties they are already by 
Law entitled to, and to prevent the fair 
Trader's being undone by Rogues and Smug- 
glers; fo chat one ftrong Argument with 
me for agreeing to the Scheme is, that by 
carrying it into Execution, and thereby 
fhewing to every Man what ic really is, 
thofe ill-grounded Clamours, which have 
been raifed by the Enemies of the Govern- 
ment, may be allayed, and may be made ap- 
pear to be at leaft as groundlefs as they were 
at firft malicious. Befides as one of the 
chief Things inrended by this Scheme is 
the Relief of the Landed-Intereft, it mutt 
contribute towards eftablifhing his Majefty 
and his Government in rhe Hearts and Af- 
feftions of all the Landed-Gentlemen in 
England, when they fee th ives fo con- 
fiderably relieved as to a'Tax which they 
have been charged with for a great many 
Years, and that withour loading them or 
any of their Fellow-fu 5 with any new 
Tax whatever, or obliging one honeft Man 
in the Kingdom to contribute a Farthing to 
the publick Charge more than he did before: 
This muft fecure to his Majefty the AffeSti- 
ons of all honeft Men, and it will greatly 
improve our Chara&er among our Sooigh 
Neighbours; for when they fee that the Go- 
vernment may be fupported in Times of 
Peace, without the Ailiftance of that Im- 
pofition which is yearly raifed upon the Land- 
holders of Great Britain, they will be care- 
ful of giving us any Difturbance, they will 
all fee that we have a Fund in referve, ready 
at all Times, and fufficient for fupporting 2 
mott heavy and expenfive War.---As to the 
Severity of the Laws of Excife, I am fur- 
prifed to hear Gentlemen talk fo much of 
it as they do. They talk of thofe Laws as 
if there were fomething in them moft fin- 
ularly fevere, when ic is well known that 
the Laws of the Cuftoms are in many Cafes 
as 
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as fevere as thofe or the Excife, and the 
Powers granted by the former are in moft 
Cafes as extenfive as the Powers granted by 
the latter: An Officer of the Cuftoms has 
in many Cafes a Power of entering the 
Houfe of any Subje& in Britain: This is a 
Power abfolutely neceflary, and will as long 
as we have any Duties to be levied: It is 
a Power they have had for many Years, 
and yet it never has been, I hope it never 
will be abufed; if ever it fhould, the Par- 
liament would without Doubt feverely chaf- 
tife chat Officer that committed fuch an A- 
bufe, or thofe Commiflioners who dared to 
encourage it. In this therefore the Laws of 
the Excife are no more fevere than the Laws 
of the Cuftoms, and in moft other Cafes we 
fhall find them pretty much the fame with 
refpe& to Severity; for which Reafon I 
could not but be furprifed to hear the hon. 
Gentleman who fpoke laft fay, that he 
thought all thofe who were fubject to the 
Laws of Excife were downright Slaves, and 
entirely deprived of their Liberty: I believe 
that moft of thofe People, who are now 
fubje& to the Laws of Excife, look upon 
themfelves to enjoy as much Liberty, as anv 
other of his Majefty’s Subjects.----One of 
the great Complaints againft this Scheme is, 
that it will greatly encreafe the Number of 
Excife-officers; a new Army of Excifemen 
it is faid muft be raifed for the Execution of 
this Scheme, and this may be of dangerous 
Confequence to our Liberties. But how 
little Weight there is in this Argument T 
leave to every Gentleman ro judge: The 
whole Number propofed to be added is not 
above 126 Officers, befides Warchoufe-keep- 
ers ; but granting that there were to be rso, 
is this Nation to be enflaved by r5o litle 
Excifemen? In this there is really fomething 
fo ridicuious, that I am almoft afhamed to 
mention it.----Another Objection is, that 
thereby a great many People will be fubjected 
to be tried by the Commiffioners of Excife 
or by Commiffioners of Appeal, who are 
entirely dependent on the Crown, and remo- 
vable at Pleafure ; but this Objcétion is I 
think entirely removed by making the Ap- 
peal to three Judges in Wef?minfer-hall, who 
are all Judges for Life, and are confequent- 
ly entirely independent on the Crown. To 
this the Gentlemen anfwer, that, even be- 
fore thofe Judges, the Subje& is nor to be 
tried by a Jury, and this is loudly com- 
plained of, as if the fubje&ting of Engl'{hmen 
to any Tryal but that by a Jury were a great 
Innovation, and a dangerous Restendenent 
upon our Conftitution, I own, that by the 
Great Charter, by one of the fundamental 
Articles of our Conftitution, every Englifh- 
man is to be tried by his Peers; but has not 
the Wifdom of the Nation found it neceffary 
to admit of many Exceptions to this general 
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Rule; we have heed of our moft eminent 
Ceurts, which are in every Method ot their 
Preceading an Exception ro this Rule; im 
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the Court of Chancery we have no Tryals. 
by Juries; in the High Court of Admiralty 
we have no Tryals by Juries ; and in many 
particular Cafes it is ordered that the Affair 
fhall be tried in the moft fummary Way 
without any Jury: In all thefe Cafes che 
Wifdom of the Nation found it neceflary to 
depart from the general Rule eftablifhed by 
the Great Charter, and therefore they altered 
the Method of Tryal; why fhould nor the 
Legiflature now do the fame? Is not their 
Power the fame? And if they fee good Rea- 
fon for it in the prefent Cafe, ought not they 
to do it? Whatever is done by the Wifdom 
of Parliament beomes a Part of our Con- 
ftitution; and whatever new Method of 
Tryal is thereby introduced becomes from 
thenceforth as much a Part of our Confti- 
tution as ever the old one was.---If ever 
there was a Reafon in any Cafe for altering 
the antient Method of Tryal by Jury, I 
am fure there is with Regard to Tryals con- 
cerning the Revenue: Every Gentleman, 
the leaft converfant in the Courts of Wef- 
minfter-hall, well Knows the Partiality of 
Juries in Favour of thofe who are fued by 
the Crown for any Frauds in the publick 
Revenue; I could give many Inftances of 
it; but I fhall mention only one. . 

Here he informed the Honfe of the Cafe. 

The Defendant, Sir, in this Cafe was one 
of the moft notorious Smugglers in_ the 
whole Country, he had often been tried for 
fuch Praétices, and tho’ he had always before 
efcaped, yet it was thought impoffible he 
fhould then get off; the Evidence ‘againft 
him was fo very full and clear, that I be- 
believe there was not a Man in the Court, 
except thofe on the Jury, who were not 
fully convinced of the Truth of the Evidence 
given againft him; yer the Gentlemen of 
the Jury thought fit to bring ina Verdi& 
in his Favour: So that really, Sir, the 
Crown can never pretend to prevent Smug- 
gling or unfair Trading, as long as the 
Trials are to be for the moft part by Juries; 
and where it becomes neceflary to alter that 
Method of Trial, the Altering itin that new 
Cafe can no more be faid co be an Innova- 
tion or an Incroachment on our Conftituti- 
on, than the Altering of it formerly in an- 
other Cafe was.---In fhort I have as great 
a Value for the Liberty of my Fellow-fub- 
jeéts as sny Gentleman in this Houfe ; I 
fhall always be ready to appear for the Li- 
berties of my Country whenever I fee them 
in any manner attacked ; but as Liberty does 
not at all enter into the prefent Queftion, 
I fhail be very ready to give my Affent to 
the Motion made by the Hon. Gentleman. 

Sir P---] M----n.] J rife up, Sir, enly to 
explain myfelf as to one Particular in which the 
hon. and learned Gentleman over the way, for 
whom I have a very great Refpect, feems to have 
miftaken me, or rather indeed has mifreprefented 
what I faid, Fer I did not fay, that thofe who 
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right Slavess or that they are totally deprived 
of their Liberty, I fhonld be forry if any fich 
Thing could be faid of any Man that has the 
deaft Pretence to call himfelf a Subje@ of Great 
Britain; but I faid that thofe who are fubjedt- 
ed to the Laws of Excife, are in fo far as they 
are {ubjeted to fuch Laws deprived of their Li- 
berty: They are deprived of a Part of their 
Liberty, and therefore canuot be faid to be as 
free as any other of bis Majefty’s Subjects. This 
Sir, is fill my Opinion, and if thofe who are fo 
unfortunate as to be fubjec? to the Laws of Ex- 
eife were to be asked the Quefiion, Whether they 
think themfelves as free in all Cafes as thofé 
who are fubjed to no fich Laws? I believe there 
is not one of them but wonld anfwer, No. 

_ Sir F---2 B---rd.] 1 find, Sir, that the 
Hon. Gentleman who opened this Scheme 
to the Committee, and the hon. and learned 
Gentleman who fpoke laft, make great Com- 
plaints of fome People’s having malicioufly 
mifreprefented their Scheme, before thole 
malicious Perfons knew what it was. 
my Part, I happen co be of a very differens 
Way of Thinking; for tho’ I am far from 
thinking that the Scheme, as mow opened 
to us, is the very fame with what it was 
when firft formed, yet even as it is now o- 
pentd, it is fuch a Scheme in my Opini- 
on as cannot, even by Malice itfelf, be 
reprefented to be worfe than it really is. 
Now it appears to me to be a Scheme that 
will be attended with all chofe bad Confe- 
quences apprehended from it before it was 
known ; and I plainly forefee it will pro- 
duce none of thofe good Effe&s Gentlemen 
have been pleafed to entertain us with the 
Hopes of. They have imdeed gilded the 
Pill a litele, but the Compofition within is 
ftill the fame; and if the People of England 
be obliged to fwallow it, they will find it 
as bitter a Pill as ever was fwallowed by 
them fince they were a People.---The learn- 
ed Gentleman was pleafed to fay, that he 
was of Opinion that the Oppofition to this 
wicked Scheme, (for fo I muft call it) pro- 
ceeded from otherMotives thanGentlemen are 
willing toown; 1don’t know what Motives 
de can mean; but I believe thofe Gentlemen 
who propofe this Scheme, have fome fecret 
Views which it would neither be convenient 
or fafe for them to ownin this Place. For 
as to any Reafons or Views which may be 
openly avowed for the propofing of this 
Scheme, I know of none bur that of pre- 
venting the Frauds that may be committed 
in that Branch of the Revenue now under 
our Confideration ; and that this Scheme will 
not anfwer that Purpofe, has I think been 
made plainly appear by my worthy Brother 
near me: but granting that this Scheme 


fhould an{wer {uch a Purpofe, if the Laws 
now in being duely executed are fufficient 
for anfwering that Purpofe, what Neceflity 
is there for applying this new, this defpe- 
Tate Remedy, a Remedy which is certain- 
ly much worfe than the Difeale ? 
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proceed any further, I fhall defire the Com- 
miffioners of the Cuftoms, may be called in. 
The Commiffioners were accordingly called 
in, and being asked by Sir J---n, What 
they thought the Value of the Frauds committed 
in the Tohacco-Trade might amount to one Year 
with another ? Their Anfwer in effect? was, 
that they bad never made any Computation 5 
but one of them faid, that by a Computation be 
bad made only for the fatisfying bis cwn pri- 
wate Curiofity, be believed the Frauds come to 
their Knowledge might amount to 30 or 40000 4, 
per Annum, one Year with another. Then 
Sir J n put the following Queftion to them, 
Whether or no it was their Opinion, that if 
the Officers of the Cuftoms performed their Duty 
diligently and faithfully, it would not effeual- 
2 prevent all, or moft of the Frauds that could 
@ committed in the Tobacco-Trade ? To which 
they anfwered, that it was their Opinion it 
would, Then he asked them, Whether or no 
it was their Opinion, that if the Commiffioners 
of the Cuftoms bad the fame Power over their 
Officers, that rhe Commiffioners of Excife bave 
over their’s, it would contribute a great Deal 
towards making them more exa&i, and more 
faithful in the Difcharge of their Duty, than 
they mw are? And their Anfwer was, That 
they believed it would. After this, the Com- 
mifficners being withdrawn, Sir J n went 
on to the Effee as follows, viz 
I now, Sir, leave it to every Gentleman 
toconfider, what real Pretence can be formed 
for introducing fuch a dangerous Scheme, as 
has been propofed touse The only Pretence 
I have yet heard made ufe of is, the Pre- 
venting of Frauds, by which, fay they, the 
fair Trader will be encouraged, and the Re- 
venue encreafed ; but now you fee, that it is 
the Opinion even of the Commiffioners of the 
Cuftoms, that, by a due Execution of the 
Laws in Being, all, or moft of thofe Frauds 
may be effectually prevented ; and I am fure ° 
if they can be prevented by the Laws in 
Being, the preventing of them by that Me- 
thod will contribute much more to the In- 
creafe of the Publick Revenue, and to the 
Encouragement of the fair Trader, than the 
preventing of them by Means of the dange- 
rous Scheme now propofed to us, I now 
leave it to the whole World to judge, who are 
they that have fecret Motives which they are 
not willing to own, which they dare not own: 
Whether it be thofe who are the Propofers 
and Promoters of this Scheme, or thofe who 
are the Oppofers of it ? The learned 
Gentleman feemed to be furprized how our 
Conftitution, or the Liberties of our Country 
came into the prefent Debate; he faid, he 
thought they had no Manner of Concern in 
the prfent Queftion. I am forry, Sir, to differ 
from a Gentleman, who by his Profeffion 
ouzht, and certainly does underfiand the Na- 
tus 
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ture of our Conftitution, as well as any Man 
in England; but Iam of Opinion, that the 
Conftitution of our Government, and the Li- 
berty of the Subjeét was never more nearly 
concerned in any Queftion, than in the pre- 
fent ; they are both fo deeply concerned, that 
their Prefervation or total Overthrow depends 
entirely on the Succefs of the Scheme now 
under our Confideration : If the Scheme fuc- 
ceeds, they muft tumble of Ccurfe, if the 
Scheme is defeated, they may be preferved: 
I hope they will be preferved till Time fhall 
be no more ; but I muft fay, that the learned 
Gentleman, and every Gentleman who ap- 
pearsas an Advocate for the Scheme now pro- 
pofed to us, is much in the Right to keep, if 
they can, the Conftitution and the Liberties 
of their Country out of the Debate; it is 
from thence that the principal Arguments are 
to be formed againft their Scheme, as muft 
appear unanfwerable to every Man who has 
a Regard for either, ——_- The Gentleman 
tells us, there are but 120, or 150 Excife- 
Officers, befides Warehoufe-keepers, to be 
added by the Scheme now before us, and this 
additional Number they feem to make a Ri- 
dicule of ; but confidering the Swarms of 
Tax-gatherers we have already eftablithed, 
this {mall Number (asthey call it) is no tri- 
vial Matter ; and I would be glad to know 
from thofe Gentlemen, what Number of 
Warehoufe-keepers may be necefliry ? I hope 
they will allow, that a Warehoufe-keeper 
appointed, and paid by the Treafury, is an 
Officer of the Revenue, as much as any other 
Officer ; and if the Number there muft be of 
them be added to the other, I believe we 
may find the Number of Revenue-Officers, 
to be added by this Scheme, muft be very con- 
fiderable. --— As for the new Method of Ap- 
peal propofed, I can fee no Advantage, that 
it will be of to any unfortunate Man that 
may have Occafion therefor. In all Cafes the 
Charge and the Trouble of attending muft be 
very great, and the Event very precarious; 
but in moft Cafes, where poor Retailers may 
have Occafion to be concerned, the Charge 
and the Trouble of Attendance muft be much 
greater than the Subjeét can bear, fo that 
all fuch People muft fubmit to the Determi- 
nation of the Commiffioners of Excifee The 
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Judges of Weftminfter-Hall are, "tis true, for G 
Life, but they are all named by the Crown; . 


I fhall fay nothing of the prefent Judges, who 
fo worthily fill the feveral Benches of Weft- 
minfter-Hall ; but if they fbould die, and if 
the Crown fhould be refolved to ufe that 
Power the Parliament had put into their 
Hands, in order to opprefs the Subjeét, they 
will always find Judges fit for their Purpofe ; 
Judges are fubjeét to the fame frailties that 
other Men are, and the Crown has always 
Plenty of Baits wherewithal to tempt them, 
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A Judge may be made a Lord Chief-Juftice, 
a Lord Chief-Juftice may be made a Lord 
Chancellor, and every one may have a Son, a 
Brother, or a Coufin to be provided for. The 
Crown has many Ways to win over even a 
Judge, more efpecially when he is to admi- 
nifter Juftice in a fummmary Way, and with- 
out the ufual Forms of proceeding in Courts of 
Law or Equity. For by this new Method of 
Appeal, which has been fo much bragged of, 
Care has been taken that the Subjeé thall 
not be reftored to their ancient Birth-right, 
that is, to a Tryal by a Jury: No, this I 
find is moft carefully avoided, and yet I think 
it muft be allow’d, that it is the inherent 
Right of every Engl:/bman, to be tried by his 
Peers, Iam not fo much acquainted with 
Law as to give an Account of the feveral 
Cafes, in which this Method of Trial hath 
been fet afide, or the Reafons for fo doing ; 
but I will venture to fay, that wherever that 
Method of Tryal has been fet afide, whether 
the fame was done by the Wifdom of the 
Nation, or otherwife, fuch Alteration was 
an Innovation, and was a dangerous Enctoach- 
ment upon the original Charter of our Con- 
ftitution. — As to the pretended Partiality of 
Juries, fo much complained of by the learn- 
ed Gentleman, it is of no Weight with me : 
I cannot fee how that hon. Gentleman, can 
pretend to know what Reafons a Jury may 
have for giving their Verdi€t. No Gentle- 
man has a Right to be believed upon his 
fingle Say-fo, againft a Verdict given by 12 
honeft Men upon Oath. If there have been 
fo many Verdicts given againft the Crown, 
as that learned Gentleman feems to infinuate, 
it is to me a ftrong Proof that Profecutions 
have been fet on Foot againft the Subjeé up- 
onthe Evidence of Witnefles, whofe Credibili- 
ty or Veracity have not been very much to be 
depended on; which is fo far from being an 
Argument for altering the Method of Tryal 
by Jury, that it is a very ftrong Argument 
for the Continuance of that Method. But, 
as it is now very late, and as I fhall probably 
have another Opportunity of giving my Sen- 
timents more fully on the Affair now before 
us, I fhall trouble you no further at prefent, 
but only to declare, that now, after hearing 
this Scheme opened to us, I diflike it 
as much as ever I did any Reprefentation of 
it that ever I heard of, and therefore I 
fhall give my Negative to the Queftion pro- 
pofed. 

M---r of the R---/ls.] Sir, as the 
Affair, which is at prefent the Subjcé& of our 
Confideration, has been much talk’d of, and 
very varioufly reprefented without Doors, and 
as it has been for fume Months the Subjeét of 
Converfaticn amongft People of all Ranks 
and Qualities, I was refolved to fufpend en- 
tirely pafling any Judgment in Relation to a 
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till I fhould hear it fully opened, and laid 
before this Houfe. There were indeed, fuch 
Clamours raifed without Doors , and it was 
reprefented in fo many hideous Shapes, that 
I cannot fay but that I really came this 
Morning to the Houfe prejudiced rather a- 
gainft, than in Favour of any fuch Project ; 
but ftill Icame, as I always do, altogether 
undetermined, and refolved not to determine 
myfelf till I was fully informed by other 
Gentlemen, in the Courfe of the Debate, of 
all thofe Faéts which ought to be known be- 
fore any Determination can be made in an 
Affair of fo great Importance. - - -I had be- 
fore heard, that by this Scheme the Landed- 
Gentlemen were to be eafed of a Part of the 
Land-tax ; that the Publick Revenue was to 
be greatly improved ; and that the Planters 
in America, and our fair Traders at Home, 
were to be greatly encouraged ; but all thefe 
Confiderations would have had no Weight 
with me, if I had found, that fo many of my 
Fellow-Subjeéts were thereby to have been 
fubjeéted to the grievous Laws of Excife with- 
out any Alleviation or Alteration, I muft 
own, that the Severity of the Laws of Excife 
has been long juftly complained of ; but at 
the fame Time I muft fay, that the many 
Frauds committed in that Branch of the pub- 
lick Revenue now under our Confideration are 
moft heavy and grievous, and what I cannot 
think of feeing the Nation fuffer any longer 
under, without applying fome proper Reme- 
dy ; and fince by the Propofition now made 
tous, there is not only an effectual Remedy 
againft all thofe Frauds, but likewife a Me- 
thod propofed, by which the Edge of the 
Laws of Excife is to be blunted ; and that 
Severity taken quite off, which hitherto al- 
ways afforded juft Ground of Complaint ; 
therefore I cannot hefitate one Moment as to 
giving my Afient to what is now propofed. -- 
This Confideration, Sir, is of the greater 
Weight with me, and muft be fo with every 
honeft Man, that by what is now propofed, 
the Laws of Excife are to be rectified not on- 
ly in the Cafe now before us, but in every 
other Cafe ; the whole Body of thofe Laws 
are to bereformed and rectified in fuch a Man- 
ner as to remove the greateft Objection, with 
me indeed the only Obje€tion, could ever be 
made againft the Extenfion of them; and 
if this Propofition be now rejeéted, it is not 
eafy to know when we fhall have fuch an 
Opportunity of reforming thofe Laws which 
have been {fo long thought fo grievous. With 
me it hath always been a Principle to hearken 
to any reafonable Scheme for fupprefling of 
thofe Frauds, which are committed againft 
the Publick ; I look upon the Perfons guilty 
of fuch Frauds as the greateft of Criminals, 
and if they have any Chara¢ter, if they ob- 
ferve any Decency in private Life, I take i¢

to be only becaufe they have no Opportunity 
to do otherwife ; for that Man muft have a 
very whimfical Contcience, who cheats the 
Publick, and yet would fcruple to cheat a 
private Man, if he had the fame Opportuni- 
ty. Whatever Refolutions we may come 
to in this Committee, there will probably be 
a Bill or Bills ordered to be brought in, pur-~ 
fuant to them ; and if in the Courfe of the 
Debate any real Difficulties be ftarted, if any 
reafonable Objections be made, without doubt 
all proper Care will be taken, in the framing 
fuch Bill or Bills, to obviate all the Difficul- 
ties and Objeétions, that fhall or may occur ; 
and therefore I can find no manner of Dif- 
ficulty in giving my Affent to the Queftion 
propofed. 

G---ge H---te, Efq;] Other Gentlemen 
have, Sir, already fully explained the great 
Inconveniencies, which muft be brought on 
the Trade of this Nation by the Scheme now 
propofed to us ; thence arifés a very ftrong 
Objection againft it: But the greateft of all 
arifes from the Danger to which this Scheme 
will moft certainly expofe the Libertics of our 
Country: Thofe Liberties for which our An- 
ceftors have fo often ventured their Lives and 
Fortunes ; thofe Liberties which have coft 
this Nation fo much Blood and Treafure feem 
already to be greatly retrenched: I am forry 
to fay it ; but what is now in Difpute feems 
to me to be the Jaft Branch of Liberty we 
have to contend for; we have already efta- 
blifhed a ftanding Army, and have made it 
ina Manner a Part of our Contftitution ; we 
have already fubjeéted great Numbers of the 
People of this Nation, to the arbitrary Laws 
of Excife, and this Scheme is fo wide a Step 
towards fubjeéting all the reft of the People 
of England to thofe arbitrary Laws, that it 
will be impoffible for us to prevent the fatal 
Confequences of it. We are told, that his 
Majefty is a good and a wife Prince; we all 
believe him to be fo: But, I hope, no Man 
will pretend to draw any Argument from 
thence for our furrendering thofe Liberties and 
Privileges, which have been handed down to 
us by our Anceftors: We have indeed nothing 
to fear from his prefent Majefty ; he never 
will make a bad Ufe of that Power which 
we have put into his Hands ; but if we once 
grant to the Crown too great an Extent of 
Power, we cannot recal that Grant, when 
we have a Mind; and though his Majefty 
fhould never make a bad Ufe of it, fome of 
his Succeflors may : The being governed by 
a wife and a good King, does not make the 
People a free People: The Romans, Sir, were 
as great Slaves under the few good Emperors 
they had to reign overthem, as they were 
under the moft cruel of their Tyrants. Af- 
ter the People have once given up theirLibe:- 
ties, their Governors have all the fame Power 
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of oppreffing them, tho’ they may not per- 
haps all make the fame wicked Ufe of it ; 
but a Slave who has the good-fortune to meet 
with a good-natured and a humane Mafter, 
is no lefs a Slave than he that meets with a 
cruel one. 
and have been purchafed at too high a Price, 
to be fported with, or wantonly given up even 
to the beft of Kings: We have before now 
had fome good, fome wife and gracious Sove- 
reigns to reign over us ; but we find that une 
der them our Ariceftors were as jealous of their 
Liberties, as they were under the worit of 
our Kings : It is to be hoped, that we have 
ftill the fame Value for our Liberties ; if we 
have, we certainly will ufe all peaceable Me- 
thcds to preferve and fecure them; and if 
fuch Methods fhould prove ineffe€tual, I hope 
there is no Engli/bman but has Spirit enough 
to ufe thofe Methods for the Prefervation of 
our Liberties, which were ufed by our Ancef- 
tors in Defence of theirs, and for tranfmitting 

‘them down to us in that glorious Condition, 
in which we found them. There are fome 
ftill alive who bravely ventured their Lives 
and Fortunes in Defence of the Liberties of 
their Country ; there are many whofe Fa- 
thers were embarked in the fame glorious 
Caufe. Let it never be faid, that the Sons of 
fuch Men wantonly gave up thofe Liberties 


for which their Fathers had risk’d fo much; 
and that for the poor Pretence of fupprefling 
a few Frauds in the Collecting of the Public 
Revenues, which might eafily have been rup- 
preffed without entering into any fuch dange- 


rous Meafures. This is al} I fhall troubie 
you with at prefent, but fo much I thought 
was incumbent upon me to fay, in order to 
enter my Proteft againft the Queftion now 
before us. 

W. m P -y, Efq;] Sir, the Hon. 
Gentleman who open’d this Affair to us, took 
up fo much of the Time of the Committee, 
and it is now fo very late, that I am almoft 
afraid of giving you any Trouble at prefent ; 
but, Thope, confidering the Importance of the 
Subject, Gentlemen will excufe me, and 
allow me to take fome Notice of what has 
been faid by the Hon. Gentleman who intro- 
cuced the Debate, and the hon. ahd learned 
Gentleman who fpoke laft but one. As to 
the Frauds, which the Hon. Gentleman 
dwelt fo loag upon, and which the hon. and 
jearned Gentleman was pleated to call heavy 
and grievous, I believe every Gentlemin in 
the Committee is convinced that there are 
fuch Frauds ; thet they are moft heavy and 
grievous ; but Ido not believe, tharit is but 
of late that the Hon. Gentleman h:s come 
to the Knowledge of them; nor that the 
Frands, relating to Wine and Tobscco are 
the only Frauds he has heard compiai 
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but has heard of Fraudsin almoft every Branch 
of the Public Revenue ; even that Hon. Gen- 
tleman muft have heard many Years ago of 
the Frauds committed in the Tobacco and 
Wine-Trade ; why then, was there no Re- 
medy fooner propofed ? How could that Gen- 
tleman fee the Public Revenue , for which 
he expreffes fuch a tender Concern, fuffer fo 
Jong by thofe Frauds, without propofing fome 
Expedient for preventing them : The Expe- 
dient now propofed is certainly no fuch new or 
extraordinary T hing ; it might, I dare fay it has 
often been thought of before this Time ; but 
it feems it was never thought proper to pro- 
pofe it before now; at Jeaft it was never till 
now thought neceflary, and yet it cannot be 
faid, but that the Frauds both in Wine and 
Tobacco were as great formerly, as they ‘are 
at this prefent Time. The Hon- Gentle- 
man has been pleafed to tell us, that his 
Thoughts are entirely confined to the two 
Articles of Wine and Tobacco ; and that no- 
thing elfe was ever defigned by him, or any 
of his Acquaintance, to be fubjeétd to the 
Laws of Excife: Whatever his Thoughts 
may have been in Time paft, he muft ex- 
cufe me, if I fay, that I do not believe they 
will be fo much confined in Time to come. 
Are there not Frauds committed in every 
Branch of the Public Revenue ? Will not 
that Hon. Gentleman think himfelf as much 
bound in Duty to lay thofe Frauds before this 
Houfe, and propofe a Remedy for them, as 
he now thinks himfelf bound to.expofe, and 
to offer a Remedy for preventing the Frauds 
in Wine and Tobacco ? And if the Remedy 
now propofed be deemed by Parliament the 
moft proper and moft effectual, for preventing 
the Frauds in Wine and Tobacco, will not 
that be made ufe of as an Argument for ap- 
plying the fame Remedy as to the Frauds in 
every other Branch of the Public Revenue ? 
So that from the Gentleman’s own Way cf 
arguing as to the Cafe which he has been 
pleafed now to lay before us, one may fee 
a moft evident Defign of a much farther Ex- 
tenfion of the Laws of Excife; one may clear- 
ly fee a Defign of fubjeéting every Branch of 
the Publ'c Revenue to thofe arbitrary Laws ; 
only the Gentleman has a Mind, it feems, to 
be a little cunning, and to do it by Piece- 
meal. Whatever Opinion the hon. 
and learned Gentleman may have of the Pro- 
pofition made by his hon. Friend, it is plain 
it breathes nothing but the Principles of the 
moft arbitrary and tyrannical Governments 
eftablifh’d in Eurcspe: The enlarging the 
Power of the Crown; the increafing the 
Number of Dependents on the Crown ; the 
rendering the Happinefs of the Subjeét preca- 
rious and uncertain, and depending in a man- 
ner entirely on the good Will of a prime Mi- 
nifter, or of thofe employ’d under him, “ 
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the certain Confequences of the Scheme now 
propofed to us: They are the certain Confe- 
queuces of all Schemes for extending che 
Laws of Excife, aud are probably the prir- 
cipal Views of all thofe who fet up fuch 
Projeéts. Let Gentlemen but read the Politi- 
cal Teftaments of Richliew and Luvois, thofe 
Legacies which were left by the Authors to 
their Matter, tor inftru€ting him in the Prin- 
ciples of arbitrary Government; and they 
will fee chac the Author of this Scheme, who- 
ever he be, mult be very well verfed inthem; 
how well ic agrees with the Principles there 
laid down for the eftablifhing and fupporting 
of arbitrary Power. It is for this Reafon 
that the Eng!ifh Nation has always been fo a- 
verfe to Excife-Projects of all kinds; the 
very Word Excife has a!ways been odious to 
the People of England. 1: is true there has 
been an Excife eftablifhed by Parliament ; 
bur it was at firft given as a Porchafe for the 
Court of Wards and Liveries; and tho’ that 
Court was mott juftly looked on, as one of 
our greateft Grievances, yet the Purchofe has 
always been reckoned too dear; and that Par~ 
jiament which gave the Excite has been 
branded with the intamous Name of a Per.fio- 
nary Parliament. Even the great K. William, 
nocwithftanding all he had done for the Peo- 
ple of England, his being moft generally be- 
oved and efteemed by his Subjeéts, yet he 
had like to have fuffered by a Notion’s pre- 
vailing among the People, tnat fome new 
Excifes were to have been eftabiifhed. It 
was publickly faid, that we had gota Datch 
King ; and that therefore we were to be fad- 
dled with Datch Excifes: That wife King 
was fu fenfidble of the Danger he might be 
expofed to by the prevailing of fuch a Notion, 
that he thought it neceflary to difavow any 
fuch Intention by a publick Declaration. --- 
I moft readily believe, Sir, that che hon. 
and learned Gentleman over the Way comes 
at all Times co this Houfe undetermined as to 
any Point to be brought before us : I believe 
he always comes refolved to be determined by 
what fhall be offered in the Courfe of the De- 
bate; but I am very much at a Lofs to tind 
out what in the prefent Debate has determi- 
ned him to be of the Opinion he now feems 
to be of : He has indeed cold us, that the 
Reformation propofed as to the Laws of Ex- 
cife, is what very much weighs with him; 
he fays, that the Laws of Excife are to be 
blunted ; that their Edge is to be taken off, 
by what is now propoled. In this, I muft 
confefs my Short-fightednefs, 1 can fee no 
Reformation in what is propo‘ed ; what I 
jook on as moft grievous in the Laws of 
Excife is to continue the fame as before ; 
Are not the Officers to have the fame oppref- 
five and vexatious Powers continued co them ? 
Are not the Commiffioners to have the fame 
aifpenfing Power with Regard to Fines and 
Forfeicures? Are Trials by Jury to be re- 
flored to the Subje&t ? No, Sir; a! thefe 
Grievances are co remain: The Power and 
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Influence of the Crown is ftill ro be as great 
as it was before, only there are by this 
Scheme many thoufands more to be fubje&- 
ed to it; the Method of Appeal is indeed to 
be a little altered, but I am atraid the Alte- 
ration will not be much for the better; the 
Expence will be much greater, and the Re- 
drefs as precarious us ever it was before : 
How then are the Laws of Excife w be 
blunted? Where is this Reformation fo much 
boafted of, and on which that hon. and lear- 
ned Gentleman feems folely to ground his 
Opinions? But it feems he expects, chat 
when this Propofition comes the length ot a 
Bill, many fine things are to be done, ma- 
ny more things than we have ever as yet 
heard of: If it fhould come the length of a 
Bill, which I am in great Hopes it never 
wil!, he muy very sookehiy find himfelf dif- 
appointed ; and if that fhould be the Cafe, I 
doube not but he will be of a different Opi- 
nion.--- Gentlemen have faid, that there are 
no Complaints made of the Laws of Excife, 
or of the Oppreffions ot the Excife Officers; 
but, I believe, there is not a Gentleman in 
this Houfe, who cannot give fome inftances 
even within his own Knowledge, of moft 
cruel Oppreffions committed by fome of thofe 
Officers ; 1 am fure there is no Gentleman 
who has ever ated in the Country as a Juf- 
tice of Peace, but can give hundreds of fuch 
Inftances, The People have complained fo 
often, and fo iong, of the Severity of thofe 
Laws, and the Vexations of thofe Officers, 
that they are now weary of compiaining, 
To whae Purpofe dhould they complain, fince 
they fee there has never as yet been any Pro- 
vifion made for their Redref.? Their Com- 
plaints have been hitherto difregarded, even 
by thofe who are in fome Manner bound to 
take Notice of them. The hon. Gentleman 
was pleaf.d to dwell upon the Generofiry of 
the Crown in giving up the Fines, Forfei- 
tures, and Seizures to the Publick ; but in my 
Opinion it will be but a poor Equivalent for 
the many Oppreffions, which the People will 
be expofed to by this Scheme. I mutt fay, 
that the hon. Gentleman has himfelf been of 
lace mighty bountiful and generous in his 
Offers to the Publick. He has been fo gra- 
cious as to ask us, Will you havea Land- 
tax of wo Shillingsin the Pound, ora Land- 
tax but of one, or will you have no Land- 
tax acall ? Will you have your Debts paid ? 
Will you have them foon paid? Tell me but 
what you want; let me but know how you 
can be made eaiy, and it fhail be done for 
~ Thefe, Sir, are mott generous Offers, 
ut there is fomething fo very extraordinary 
fomething fo farcical in them, that really I 
can hardly mention them without laughing: 
It puts me in Mind of the Story of Sir Epi- 
cure Mammon, in the Alchymif?, He was gul- 
led out of his Money by fite Promifes; he 
was prontifed the Philofopher’s Stones by 
which he was to get Mountains of Golds 
and every thing elfe he could defire; bur all 
ended

ended at laft in fome little thing for curing the 
Itch. --- I with the Gentlemen, who appear 
fo zealous for this Scheme, would have fome 
Tittle Regard to their Conftituents. Itis 
well known, that it was the Cuftom among 
our Anceftors, when any new Device was 
propofed, to defire Time to have a Confe- 
rence with their Countries: I beg Leave to 
read a Paffage or two on this Subje& from 
my Lord Coke. That great Lawyer, in the 
ath Part of his Inftitutes, Page 14.fays, ‘Ie 
*¢ is alfo the Law and Cuftom of the Parlia- 
“¢ ment, that when any new Device is mo- 
*« ved on the King’s Behalf in Parliament, 
* for his Aid, or the like, the Commons 
«* may anfwer, that they rendered theKing’s 
«« Eftate, and are ready to aid the fame, on- 
** ly in this new Device they dare not a- 
*€ gree without Conference with their Coun- 
“‘ tries ; whereby it appeareth, that fuch 
* Conference is warrantable by the Law 
«€ and Cuftom of Parliament.” And again, 
in Page 34. he rells us, ** Ac the Parliament 
*< holden in 9 Edw. III. When a Motion 
** was made be a Subfidy of a new kind, 
* the Commons anfwered, that they would 
«« have Conference with thofe of their feve- 
*¢ ral Countries and Places, who had put 
“ them in Truft, before they treated of any 
¢¢ fuch Matter.’’ If fuch a Conference was 
ever neceflary upon any Occafien, it is furely 
neceflary before we agree to the Device now 
offered to us ; a Device, which in my Ofi- 
nion, {trikes at the very Root of our Liber- 
ties; a downright Plan for Arbitrary Power, 
andin this {am notfingular ; for there feems 
to be many Gentlemen of the fame Opinion 
within Doors, as well as without; therefore 
I muft think chat it is neceflary, it is in- 
eumbentupon every Gentleman in this Houfe, 
at leaft to defire to have a Conterence with 
his Conftituents before he agrees to anv fuch 
Device : This, Sir, would have beeh ne- 
ceffary, if we had been entirely ignorant of 
the Sentiments of our feveral Countries ; 
but indeed in the prefenr Cafe fuch a Con- 
ference feems unneceflary : We already know 
the Sentiments of our Conftituents, in Re- 
lation to the Device now offered to us : 
The whole Nation has already, in the moft 
open Manner, declared their Diflike to it ;

preffive, and the moft vexatious to the People: 
In all Countries Excifes of every kind are look’ d 
on as Badges of Slavery, and tho’ the Eng- 
lifh Nation be now unfortunately fubjected to 
fome of them, yet I hope they will never confent 
to any new Exeifes, or te any new Extenfion 
of the Laws of Excife, let the Pretences for fo 
doing be ever fa fpecious.---But in the prefent 
Cafe, pray, Sir, let us confider, what ave the 


C great Advantages propofed for perfuading us to 


confent to the fubjeding of fo many of his Ma- 
jefty’s faithful Subjedis to be plagued and har- 
raffed by the Officers of Excife? The fuppreffing 
of Frauds and the Advantages that will ac- 
crue therefrom to the Publick and to the fair 
Trader, is by what I can find the only Pretence 
now made ufe of; and yet thofe Frauds even 
aggravated as they were by the hon. Gentleman 
who propofed this Scheme to us, do amount to 
but a meer Trifle; fo that the Imprevement to 
be made as to the publick Revenne will be but 
very inconfidcrable, if any at,all, after dedudt- 
ing the additional Charges of Management, 
which the Publick will become liable to by the 
great Increafe of Officers: This Pretence there- 
fore, even when fet in the frongeft Light, can 
be no fifficient Argument for prévailing on us 
ta expofe our Conftitution to the leaf? Danger, or 
to fubjcé? any of our fellow Countrymen to great 
Hardhips; but this Pretence is Pill more frivolous 


E fince it has been made appear to us, that thofe 


Frauds are not at all fb confiderable as they 
have been reprefented; that all Sorts of Frauds 
cannot be prevented even by the Scheme now pro- 
pofed, and that many of thofe Frauds that have 
been lately committed, might be prevented by 
the Laws now in Being, if Care wastaken to have 
proper Officers, and to make thofe Officers diligent 
I grant indeed, that the Power 
and Influence of the Crown will be greatly en- 
creafed and improved by this Scheme; that great 
Numbers of the People of this Nation will there- 
by be rendered mof? {ubmiffive and obedient to 
thofe that fhall hereafter be employed by the 
Crown; and if this be a Motive for agreeing 
to this Scheme, I muft allow that it is a firong 
one; I believe indeed that itis the only real one 
that any Gentleman can have for giving his Con- 
Sent; but with me, it is the firongef? for giving 
my Negative to the Queftion now before ms, bs 

caufe I think it abfolutely inconfiftent with ovr 
Conftitution.--~’Tis true an Eafe to the Landea- 
interefi bas npon this, as well as upon fome e- 
ther late Occafions of the like Nature, been thrown 
ont, as a Bait for fome Gentlemen, but I hope 


H the Landed-gentlemen are not to be canght by 


fich Baits; the Hook appears fo plain, that it 
may be difiovered ty any Man of common Senfe 5 
however I muft fay, that the Method of Argu- 
ing is unfair, the Defign is wicked, for it is am 
Endcavonr to fet the Landcd-intereft in a man 
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ner at war with the Trading-interef? of the Na- 
tion ; it is endeavouring to defiroy that Harmony 
which always ought to fubfif? among the People 
of the fame Nation, and which if once defiroyed 
would certainly end in the Ruin and Defiruttion 
of the while. ‘But every Landed-gentleman in 
England will do well to confider what Value 
their Lands wonld be of, if for the fake of a 
fall aud immediate Eafe to themfelves, they 
Should be induced to opprefs and deftroy the Trade 
of their Country, and whoever confiders this, 
will defpife all fich Frojeéts, and reject them 
with that Contempt which they deferve: This is 
one Reafon for the Landed-gentlemen not to ac- 
cept of the pretended Eafe now offered to them; 
but there is another firong Reafon againft it : 
This Houfe of Commons is moftly compofed of 
Gentlemen of the beft Families and greatef? Pro- 
perties perhaps in the Nation, they have general- 
ly a great Family-interef? in the feveral Counties, 
Cities, and Boroughs they reprefent; if this 
Scheme fhould take Effed?, that Interef? will foon 
be deftroyéd 5 and furcly no Man will agree to 
4 Scheme which muf? inevitably deflroy the na- 
tural Interef? the great Families have, and al- 
ways ought to have, in their refpettive Connties, 
and transfer the Whole to the Crown: If this 
Scheme fhonld once be eftablifhed, the Power and 
Infinence of the Crown will be fo greatin all Par:s 
of the Nation, that no Man can depend upon 
the natural Intereft he has in his Conutry for 
being a Member of this Houfe; be muf? in all 
future Times for fiuch a Favour depend entircly 
upon the Crown, and this I hope there is ne Gen- 
tleman in this Honfe would chufe to fubmit to. 
---Q. Elizabeth was fo far from endeavorring 
to divide or throw Difiord among her Subjects, 
that fhe wifely never gave herfelf up to any one 
Minifter, or to any one Party; fhe always pre- 
Served a Harmony among all her Subjetts, and 
kept a fricndly Correfpondence with al! Parts and 
all Parties in the Kingdom; fhe even kept up a 
conftant perfonal Corre{pondence with fome of the 
principal Men in every Connty, by which fhe 
had always a thorough Knowledge of the feveral 
Sentiments as well as Circumfiances of all her 
Subjes, and moft prudently adapted aM her 
Meafures to what fhe found to be the Sentiments 
of the Generality of the Nation ; more particnlar- 
ly fhe took Care to avoid every Thing that ap- 
pcared to be difagrecable to the People: To this 
wife Politick, it is owing, that her Reign makes 
Such a glorious Figure in onr Englifh Hiffory; 
that fhe reigned with more Popularity than any 
Prince fince her Time, except her royal Succeffor 
Queen Anne: Thus fhe reigned abfolutely, but 
fo as I could wifh every Prince in England to 
ao; fhe reigned abfolutely over the Hearts and 
Affettions of her Subjefis, and thereby had both 
their Perfons and their Purfes always at Cone 
mant.---TWe are ask’d why do you complain of ihis 
Scheme? here is no new Tax to be impofed ; only 
a new Method of raifing thofe Taxes which are 
already ane by Law: But this Nation has once 
already been move grievoufly oppreffed by a new 
Metind of Raifing and Colleding that Money 
that was befere dus by Law, than they ever 


were by any new Tax. Ihave already mention- 
ed the Reign of Q. Elizabeth; let us bat look a 
litle further back: Empfon and Dudley, thofe

Part of the Nation.---Gentlemen may fay what 
they picafe of the Multitudes now at onr Door, 
and in all the Avenues leading to this Honfe, 
they may call them a modeft Multitude if they 
will, but whatever Temper they were in when 
they came hither, it may be very much altered 
now, after having waited fo long at our Door: 
ds may be a very eafy ALatier for fome defignuing 
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Seditious Perfon to raife a Tumult and Diforder 
among them, and when Tumults are once begin 
no Man knows where they may End; he is a 
greater Man than any I know in the Nation 
that could with the fame Eafe appeafe them; for 
this Reafon I muft think that it was neither 
prudent nor regular toxfe any Methods for bring- 
ing fuch Multitudes to this Place, under any 
Pretence whatever. Gentlemen may give them 
what.

3d, That all Fines, Penalties, Forfeitures, and Seizures, to arife by the faid Duties, fhould 
be applied to the Ufe of the Pubiick, except fo much thereof as fhould be allowed to the In- 
formers or Profecutors. 

Thus the Excife-fcheme triumphed for this fir! Day in the Houfe of Commons, but rhe 
Debate had lafted fo long, thar it was near Twoo’ Clock on Thurfday Morning before the 
Houle rofe, and therefore they adjourned till nexe Day, being Friday the 16th of Murch, on 
which Day they ordered the Report to be received.

of the Conftitution, not of Faction; of 
Liberty, not ot Licenciouinefs, as there 
was on the Abdication of K. ‘fames II. 
the abfurd and Slavifh Doétrines mention- 
ed would have been exploded. But the 
Spirit of the Father's Reign was main- 
tained in that of his Son, the fame Mi- 
nifters being continued, wiich occafion'’d 
the Civil War, the King’s Death, and 
the Exile of his Family. ‘The Exile of 
thefe Princes having reconciled them to 
the Religion of Rome, and to the Politicks 
of foreign Nations, that fuch Principles as 
would 
tentot,fhould come in Vogue again at the 
Refforation, will not appear ttrange, when 
we confider the Excefs of Joy which 
many felr, and many feign’d ; the Adu- 
lation of many to acquire new Merit, and 
by many to atone for paft Demerit ; it 
is rather a Wonder that our Liberties 
were not quite given up. That we f2- 
ved them we owe to thote great and good 
Men, Clarendon and Southanrpton, who, 
far from managing Parliaments into fcan- 
dalous Fobbs for the Crown, broke the 
Army, ftinted the Revenue, and threw

the King on the Affeétions of his People. yy 


Another Keafon for making a Settle- 
ment at the Reftoration on fuch high 
Principles of Monarchy, was to balance 
the Nonconformifts 5 it might be thought 
prudent thro’ Dread of relapiing into the 
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ock the common Senfe of a Hot- F 
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Miferies the Nation had juft efcaped, 
to throw the Bent of Power too far the 
contrary Way. It was the fame in the 
Ecclefiaftical Settlement : The Church 
and the King having been joined in all 
the Contefts, its Interefis and Refentments 
came into the Aid of the Secular: Grear 
Lenity was fhewn at the Reftoration in 
looking backwards, and unexampled,* un- 
imitated Mercy to particular Men, not 
without Applaufe. This Condué would 
have gone far towards, reftoring the Na- 
tion to its primitive Temper ; to its old 
g00d Manners, and good Humour, (Ex- 
preffions of Lord Clarendon, which I ne- 
ver read without being * moved) if great 
Severity had not been exercifed foon af- 
ter, in Jooking forwards, and great Ri- 
gour ufed to large Bodies of Men ; but not 
juitly, there being a wide Difference be- 
tween moral and party Juftice ; nor Poli- 
ticly becaute it contradicted the foregoing 
quieting Meafures: It alarmed all the 
Sees a-new, damped the Spirit of Re- 
conciliation, confirmed an Implaca- 
imprudently 
drove the Presbyterians, who had becn 
piqued againit the other Seétaries, into 
their antient Confederacics : However, 
they who had ufed greater (according 
to Bp Burnet) could not complain of thefe 
Violencies with any very good Grace. 
The Securing themfelves againft thofe 
who had ruined them once, was a plau- 
fible Reafon for the Church Party. As 
to the Promife and Declaration fent from 
Breda, the King feemed difcharged from 
them on the Refufal of Parliament to 
confirm them. And the Meritt pleaded 
by the Presbyterians on Account of their 
Share in the Reftoration, though it was 
confiderable, could avail but little. The

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Fruits of their Repentance came late, 
and not till they had been wormed out 
of Power by another Se&. Thus when 
the legal Conftitution of the Church was 
reftored the Diffenters were rigoroufly 
treated, in their Turn, without any 
Diftinétion. Ibelieve this Severity was 
not in the firft Defign of the Minifters , 
but was brought on by the Influence of 
Popery. The Artifice of the — Fac- 
tion, during the whole Reign of Charles 
Il. diftreffed the bef Minifters, and en- 
couraged the qworff to play the Ciurch 
and Diffenters againft each other, to 
make them Bubbles to the Common E- 
nemy: To effeé this, it is probable that 
fome Leaders among the /atter were en- 
couraged by the private Applications of 
the Court. (See p. 583. A) For, 
Though the 2,000 Minifters, who went 
out of their Churches on one Day, were 
far from having one confiftent Scheme ; 
tho’ many of them mutt have loft their 
Benefices, even if they had comply’d with 
the Ad — becaufe they were 
Intruders, and in actual Poflfeffion of Be- 
nefices legally belonging to others; yet, 
by uniting in the Point of Nonconformity, 
they appeared as one Body, and in tome 
Senfe were fo. On which Account, 
The King, being addretfled, declared 
himfelt ready to difpenfe with feveral 
Things in the Uniformity AG in their Fa- 
vour ; and fome Attempts were made, 
but happily prevented by Parliament ; and 
at laft the Diffenters faw they were on- 





ly to be made Tools to advance the Pre- £ 


vogative above Law, and the Toleration 
of Popery againtt it. 

Thus the Parties after the Reftoration 
preferved too near a Refemblance to thofe 
before the War. The Ditlenters had loft 
their Power, indeed, but they had Num- 
bers, Property, and Induftry. -—— They 
did not inflame Matters into a Civil War 
as before, but without them the Zeal a- 
gainft Popery could not have run into a 
tactious Fury, which towards the End of 
this Reign {0 raifed the Fears of failing 
again under Presbyterian or Republican 
Power, as to drown the Fear of Pope 
and a Popifh Succeffor ; fo as to trantport 
Clergy and Laity into an Avowal of Prin- 
ciples that muft have made us Slaves or 
Papifts, had not the very Men who a- 
vowed fuch Principles, faved themiclves 
and us in direét Oppofition to them.

~ HE Nation began to be indifpofed to 

the Courf, toon after the Reftoration 
Sale of Dunkirk helped to ruin a

Thofe two noble Lords had ftood in the 
Breach again{t Popery and foreign Poli- 
ticks ; They were true Proteftants, and ho- 
neit Englifhmen. Whilff They were in 
Place, our Laws, Religion, and Liberties 


F were in Safety. Wren They were removed, 


England felt’ the ill Effects of the Charge. 
K. Charles, rather the Duke and Popi/h 
Faétion, were now at Liberty to form 
new Schemes againft the Religion and 
Liberty of Exgland without Referve. 
As tothe Parliament, both Houfes were 
full of Zeal for the prefent Government,

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and of Refentmentagaintt the /ate U/urpa- 
tions. There was but one Party in Parlia- 
ment; and no other Party could raife its 
Head in the Nation. This might have 
been the Cafe probably as long as King 
Charles fat on theThrone, if the Court had 
been a little honefter, or a little wifer. 
No Parliament ever did more to gain 
their Prince than This. ‘They feem’d, 
for feveral Years, to have nothing fo much 
at Heart as fecuring his Government, ad- 
vancing his Prerogative, and filling his 
Coffers. The Grants They made Him 
were Inftances of Protufion in thofe Day ; 
when 1,200,000 /. a Year for the CiviL 
List, the FLEET, the GuaRns, and 
GARRISONS, ad all the ordinary Ex- 
pences of the Government was thought an 
exorbitant Sum; how little a Figure fo- 
ever it would make in * our Times, when 
two Thirds of that Sum, at leaft, are ap- 
propriated to the Ute of the civil Lift 
fingly. But all This was to no Purpote ; 
a foreign Interef? prevail'd, a Cabal go- 
vern’d; and fometimes the Cabal, and 
fometimes a Frime- Minifter, had more 
Credit with the King than the whole Body 
of his People. When the Parliament 
faw They could not gain Him over to 
his own and their common Intereit by 
gentle Methods; They turn’d Them({clves 
to fuch as were rough, but agreeable to 
Law and the Cuftom of Parliament, as 
well as proportionable to the Greatnefs 
ot the Exigence. That they lott their 
Temper, on fome particular Occafions, 
muft not be denyed, They were Men, 
and therefore frail; but their Frailties, 
of this Kind, proceeded from their Love 
of their Country.

a the People commenced. Should a Par- 
iament act in Complyance with a Court 
again{t the Senfe and Intercft of the Na- 
tion, Mankind would be ready to pro- 
nounce very juftly that fuch a Parliament 
was under the corrupt Infiuence of the 

Court 
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Court. But in the Cafe now before us, 
We have a very comfortable Example 
of a Court wicked enough to ttand in 
need of Corruption, and to employ it; 
and of a Parliament virtuous enough to 
refift the Force of this Expedient , Nei- 
ther Places, nor Penfions could hinder 
Courtiers in this Parliament from voting 
on many fignal Occafions, againft the 
Court ; Nay, this Penfioner Parliament, 
if ic muit be ftill called fo, gave one 
Proof of Independency, befides ‘That of 
contriving a Jeft, in 1675, to purge their 


Members on Gath from all Sufpicion of 


corrupt Influence , which ought to wipe 
off this Stain from the mott Corrupt. 
They drove one of their Paymaflers out 
of Court, and impeached tlic other in the 
Fullnefs of his Power ; even at a Time, 
when the King was forced to make, on 
Account of Penjions privately negotiated 
trom France, the Caufe of the Crown 
and the Caufe of the Minifter one. 

But if fome fevere Centor fhould infift 
that more Penfions would have made 
more Penfioners, that much Money and 
tittle Prerogative is more dangerous to 
Liberty than much Prerogative and little 
Money, and that the worft and weake/ft 
Minifter King Charles ever had migit 
have been abfolute in this very Parlia- 
ment, if fuch a Minifter had been able 
to inlift, with Places, Penfions and oc- 
cafional Bribes, not a flender Majority, 
which the Defc@tion of a Few might at 
any Time defeat, but fuch a bulky Majo- 
rity, as might impote on irfelf; if any 
one, fhould infift thar fuch a ~— 
with juch a Purfe, wouid have ttood his 
Ground in the Parliament I ipeak of, 
With how much Contempr and Indigna- 
tion foever He might have been every 
where treated by the People; I fhail not 
prefume to aflert the contrary. It might 
have been fo. Our Safety was owing as 
much, perhaps, to the Poverty of the 
Court, as to the Virtue of the Parliament 
We might have lott our Liberties. But 
then I would obferve, if this be true, the 
Prefervation of our Religion and Liberty, 
at that Time, was owing, fr/?, that King 
Charles {quandered on ‘his Pleafures 
what He might have employed to cor- 
rupt this Parliament ; fecondly, that the 
Minifters, in that Reign, fingering no 
Money but the Revenue, ordinary and 
extraordinary, had no Opportunity to 
tilch in the Pockets of every private 
Man, and to bribe the Bubbles with their 
own Moncey ; as might be done now, 
when Funding hath been fo long in 
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Fafhion, and the greateft Miniffer hath 
the Means of being the greateft Stock. 
jobber, did not the eminent? Integrity of 
the Miniffer,and the approved Virtue of

Danger ; and when they find it impofli- 
ble, our Conffitution mutt be alter d. On 
the other Hand, when the Interefts of par- 
ticular Sets of Men prevail, the Filence 
of a Country Party is annihilated, and the 
Appearancé of it wil! foon be loft. 

Such a Diffolution of a Country Party 
was brought about at the Period we are 
now come to; which with the Divition 
of the Nation into Whig and Tory, brought 
us into extreme Danger; tlus re-united 
the Nation, and a Coalition of Parties 
faved the whole. Let us hope that this 
Scene of tragical Folly, the Struggle of 
Parties, is over, to the Dilappointment 
of Thofe, who are confcious of paft Ini- 

uity, or who meditate future Mifchief. 
here are no others, who with and en- 
deavour to prolong it.

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Gentlemen, and fo procure their own Crea- 
tures to be returned; or if that Stratagem 
fail, the Gentlemen of the Country may 
be fo oppreffed with Debts they have con- 
traéted in ferving their Fellow-Subjeéts, 
that they muft be obliged to betray their 
Interefts to fave themfelves and Fami- 
lies. from Ruin. ‘This wicked Scheme 
was formerly thought fo fatal in its in- 
fluence, that the Legiflature was torced 
to enac&t a Law to tage it, viz. The 
late A& againft Bribery and Corruption. 
Dire& Bribery, I hope, is thereby prevent- 
ed; but, if expenfive Treats are expected 
from the Candidates, the fatal Inconve- 
niences before mentioned itill remain. — 
The Crime of an indigent Wretch, who 
fells his Voice for a Sum of Money will 
admit of fome Alleviation ; but he who 
meanly proftitutes his Confcience for a 
Drinking-Bout, is without Excutfe. 

I fear there are others, befides Perfons 
of mean Fortune, who ought to be fulpeét- 
ed; and it was once the Opinion of King, 
Lords, and Commons, that no Man, who 
had a Place or Penfion from the Crown, 
fhould fic among the Keprefentatives of 
the Commons of England. It is difficult 
for a Manto ferve two Matters, and to 
preferve a dueMedium between his Grati- 
tude to his King, and Duty to his Country. 

Thefe Confiderations relate principaliy 
to New Candidates. The Gentlemen who 
have ferved before, and make Application 
again, will be judged by their former 
Condué, and meet with a fuitable Recep- 
tion. Thofe who have executed their 
Otfice with Bafenefs and Treachery, will 
be rreated with Contempt.

"Tis credibly reported, thar a 
few Perfons at TAUNTON, who had it in 
their Power to turn the Eleétion of a 
Mayor, \ately refufed a Sum of 2000 /. for 
their Votes, upon that Occafion ; and we 
have had fome Inftances of the like Na- 
ture at ROCHESTER and other Places. 
If the Electors in general would follow 
their Example, they would not only purge 
themfelves from the Imputation of Cor- 
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ruption, but prove the glorious Inftra- 
ments of preferving our Conftitution inits 
full Vigour.

It may be ask’d, it France be in fucha 
Condition of Servitude, how comes it, 
that being quite exhaufted by a long War, 
we now fec her in fo flourifhing a Con- 
dition ?—'Tis aniwer'd, that an arbitra- 
ry Government, wifely and honeftly ad- 
minifter’d, may produce fuch a good EE 
feét. But had they been harrafs'd with 
as many Troops in Peace as in War—had 
they been burthen’d to pay ufelefs Employ- 
ments and viler Penfioners—had neither

1olute’ Pailive Obedience upon Pain of 
eternal Damnation, yet oppos'd King 
Fames, and invited over the Prince of 
Orange ; not becaufe their Principles 
were deftroy’d or alter’d, but becaufe 
the Introduction of Popery would have 
entirely deffroy'd them. ‘They did not 
defign to dethrone him; fome of the 
Bifhops put in the Tower for not obeying 
the King againit Law, even the A.-Bp of 
Canterbury himfelf, held their Principles 
of Fure Divino Hereditary Right {o fatt, 
that when the Settlement of the Crown 
was made upon the Prince of Orange 
they turn’d Nonjurors, and perverted a 
great Part of the Nation.

by the Imperial Court, as well to himfelf, 
as to his late Father, K. Vidlor Amadens, by 
Delays in fulfilling Treaties made in his Be- 
half, by fpiriting up Oppofition, and Con- 
tefts of every Kind againft him, and by 
fapporting the unjuft Pretenfions of the 
State of Milan to certain Lands contiguous 
to his Eftares, defigning, as appears from 
the general Tendency of the Maxims of that 
Court, as foon as an Occafion fhould offer, 
to dethrone him without Relief. Having 
mentioned thefe and other Motives his Ma- 
jety promifes an inviolable Union with 
the Auguft Germannick Body, among whom 
he ranks himfelf, 

From Italy, That the Citadel of Milan is 
blocked up ; that the Freach and Savoyards 
have inevited Pizzighitone, a ftiong Town 
in the Milanefe; Lodi, Pavia, Vigevano, Cre- 
mona, and the City of Milam are already in 
their Pofleffion ; the Germans nor having 
Strength enough to maintain them.
